her husband were secret service agents 
of the Biigsiau government. All ehe 
knew of the occurreuca was that she 
found him sitting in his chair with the 
blood running from hie nose and mouth, 
and a revolver in his lap. 


There ia some talk of Cooke's having 


been murdered by nihilists. Cooke was 
one of the beat known alienists in this 
country acd Europe, where he conduct- 
ed tests in hypnotics before learned 
bodies.

Best Methods For

tangible Property—Underestimation 
of Real Property Strongly Condemned 
and Wisdom of Assessments at Full 
Value Pointed Out. 
Madison, Wis., April 13—The Wis- 


consin State Tnx Commission has issued 
a pamphlet of twenty-nine pages, con- 
fining instructions to assessors and 
xmrds of review:, which will be sent into 
he various counties this week for the 
use of the assessors who will begin their 
vork on May 1, 
The little work does 


not profess to contain «11 the provisions 
of the assessment laws, but aims.rather 
o center attention upon the more irn- 
jortant requirements and .to emphasize 
he need for a more scrupulous observ- 
ance of the fundamental features of the 
aws. 


It is expected that a copy of the pacn- 


)hlet will be placed in the hands of each 
issessor in the state, by the county 
clerks, to whom they w'ill be sent in 
quantities. While the instructions are 
repared especially for assessors, thev • 


will be interesting to any one who is 
>aying attention to the subject of taxa- 
' >n. 
; 


To AUI Atscasors. 


In the introduction the commission 


»y that it is their purpose to aid not to 
itirass or embarass assessors in the per- 
ormatice of their duties, 
A complete 


statement of all provisions of law en- 
acted for the guidance of assessors is 
not attempted. 
Only the more itnpor- 


;ant provisions are pointed out or com- 
mented upon, 
more especially those 


which appear to have been disregarded 
to some extent in former years. Asses- 
sors will not assume of course, that pro- 
visions of law not specially mentioned or 
considered are to be disregarded or 
treated as unimportant. On tho con- 
trary they are asked to study carefully 
and become thoroughly familiar with ail 
existing provisions of law relating to 
the assessment of property for taxa- 
tion. 


Kali to Kcach PcrsoVml Property. 


Referring to the growing evil of a 


failure to reach for assessment a large 
amount of personal property, the com- 
mission say: "Statistics of assessment 
indicate that the practice or custom of 
omitting or withholding personal ,prop- 
orty from assessment is increasing , For 
instauce from 1877 to 1897 the total as 
sessed valuation of real estate in Wis 
consin incrensed about 89J par cent., 
while that of personal property increased 
only about 401 per cent., tbe increase of 
the latter being less than one-half of 
that of the former."

London, April 13.—Scraps of'news; a 


detail here and another there, liava 
reached England over comparatively 
idle cables,.but they do not illuminate 
the war situation in South Africa. The 
colonials at Wepener still hold off the 
Boera. Lord Methuen has worked east- 
ward until he is within eighty miles of 
Kroonstad. Boer scouts have gone 
around Ladysmith and have appeared 
at Dewdwrp and other places on Gen. 
Buller's flanks and rear. The officers 
of Buller's irregular horse estimate the 
Boe.rs In Natal as 18,000, but these fig- 
ures are probably excessive, 10.000 be- 
ing regarded here as the outside num- 
ber. 'After Gen. Hart's brigade leaves 
him Gen. Buller will still have close 
upon 35,000 men. It is generally as- 
sumed that this brigade is going to 
join Lord Roberts, but its destination 
is really unknown.

PORTO RICO IS A 


VAST POORHOUSE 


In. Many Districts Where Population 


Reaches Thousands There Are 


No Physicians. 


San Juan, Porto Eico, April 13— The 


startling fact was recently made public 
that in many districts of Porto Rico 
where the population reaches thousands 
there is no resident physician. For in- 
stance Wayuya, a town of 1,500 must 
depend on the simplest remedies in the 
case of illness, as there is no physician 
within call. At Utuado tho death rate 
is 8 per cent annually, and this town is 
a day's ride from Ponce through the 
mou tains. 


This island is one vast poorhouse, and 


there are opportunities for charity at 
every step. Were 810,000 to be'oxp'end- 
ed immediately for medicine and medi- 
cal aid it would possibly save the lives 
of 3,000 people. 


At one time the government consi- 


dored the feasibility of assigning a phy- 
sician to each town, at a aggregate cost 
ot 880,000 a year, but tho funds of such 
an outlay are not available.

Therefore 
Mr. Allen will go to San Juan at the 
;arliest possible moment after Secre- 
;ary's Long's return to Washington, 
which should be tomorrow.

School board, he entered the lower 
house of the Massachusetts Legislature 
in 1S81, went to the State Senate in 
1883. and then became a member of the 
National House of Representatives

served through the forty-ninth and fif- 
tieth Congresses, and might have con- 
tinued in legislative work had he cot 
declined a re-nomiuation. 


At the close of bis Congressional ca- 


reer, Mr. Allen resumed the active con- 
trol of his business interests, and, al- 
though he became Assistant Secretary

lapses. 


Pittsburg, April 13.—A four-story 


brick building at Wood street and Sec- 
ond avenue, ocupied by Armstrong, 
McKelvey 
& Co., 
wholesale paint 


dealers, collapsed. 
A score or more 


people were in the building at the time 
and many were buried in the ruins. 


A hundred men are tearing away at 


the debris 
striving to 
release the 


buried men and to get out the dead 
bodies. 
It is believed that not one 


person in the building escaped, unless 
one or two on the top floor may have 
escaped being crushed to death. The 
building collapsed without 
warning, 


the fall b-jing out toward Second ave- 
nue, blocking up the street. A police- 
man turned in an alarm of fire and tn 
a minute the firemen and the police 
•were at work on the debris. 
The 


.building was being remodeled and the 
center wall had been taken out. 
It 


is supposed that the weight of 
the 


stock piled up on the upper floors was 
too great for the weakened timbers. 
The building extended back about GO 
feet on Second avenue. 
Half ot it 


collapsed. 
Three injured and one dead 


had been taken out at 10:30 o'clock. 
The dead body was recognized as that 
of a carpenter whose 
name is un- 


known. Others who can be seen, but 
have not been reached, are believed to 
be dead. 
At least 25 more are be- 


lieved to be still in the ruins. 


At noon two dead bodies had been 


recovered and three persons taken out 
alive. The dead ara: Oscar Bingham, 
carpenter; Eugene C. Eernhardt, sales- 
man. 
Two of the injured were not 


seriously hurt. 
The other, Noel Cas- 


per, an employe, was taken to tha 
Homeopathic hospital. A few minutes 
before the collapse it is said that at 
least a dozen persons were in the front 
part of the building, including several 
customers. 
These have not yet been 


accounted for.

weaving shop and the blind .can do tnis 
work as well as anyone. - In 
the large 


towns blind music teachers and piano 
tuners would readily find employment 
if given an opportunity. 
A little more 


confidence in their ability 
would give 


them the independence they so much 
desire and would remove them from the 
domain of charity and place them in the 
column of independent and self sup- 
porting citizens 


The school is open to visitors every 


day except Saturday and Sunday and 
the management extends a cordial invi- 
tation to the public. 
The work of the 


state institution should be familiar to 
the tax payers who support them so 
cheerfully.
